vice presidential list 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Gerald R. 
Ford, 
thrust 
into 
the 
presidency 
through appointment, must now face 
the delicate task of appointing a vice 
president. 


When he does, the nation will, for the 
first, time, have a president and vice 
president vro gained office without a 
national election. 
But Ford’s imm ediate problem is to 
nam e a vice president who not only 
will help heal the wounds of the nation 
but also those of the shattered Republi­ 
can party.

But a group of conservative Republi­ 
can senators excluded them trom a list 
given to Ford of 12 men and one woman 
that it could support.

servative GOP senators approved it. 
Rockefeller, a three-time presidential 
aspirant, was mentioned in numerous

WASHINGTON (UPI) - About 20 
minutes before President Nixon’s final 
speech a tall blonde woman in a red 
dress pulled back the curtain of a sec­ 
ond-floor window and gazed across the 
White House lawn. 
Pat Nixon stood motionless at the 
window for a long moment and then let 
the curtain drop. 
There, beyond the wrought iron bar 
fence, stood some 2,000 persons, gath­ 
ered to personally witness the last 
chapter in the political career of Rich- 
ad M. Nixon. 
The curtain shut off the view, but not 
the noise that erupted minutes later 
when the President announced he was 
resigning. 
“Jail to the Chief. Jail to the Chief,” 
chanted dozens of bystanders. They 


d is as the front runner, and the author 
ot the letter said the list ot 
con­ 
servative candidates was drawn up in 
response. 
Some political observers feel that 
picking Rockefeller, a moderate who 
has become more conservative in recent 
; ears, could solidify the GOP. Ford is a 
conservative with support from congres­ 
sional liberals. 
But some also note that this choice 
might not sit well with the party’s con­ 
servative wing because of Rockefeller’s 
presidential bids against Nixon in 1960 
and H68 and Goldwater in 1964. 
Rockefeller has a strong background 
in foreign policy m atters, having serv­ 
ed as an assistant secretary of state 
earlier in his career. Some feel his 
great personal wealth negates the pos­ 
sibility of corruption and gives him 
needed Republican ties to the financial 
community. 
Other names mentioned this week in­ 
clude; 

Charles Percy of Illinois, 
and Lowell Weicker of Connecticut; 
Reps. John Anderson of Illinois and 
John J. Rhodes of Arizona;

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Gerald R. 
Ford saw Richard M. Nixon ott from 
the White House today and two hours 
later took over the presidency tnat Ni­ 
xon gave up. 
Ford was sworn in as the 38th Presi­ 
dent of the United States by Chief Jus­ 
tice Warren E. Burger shortly after 
noon amid a mood of both sadness and 
determination. 
“ \s we bind uo the interna' wounds of 
W atergate, more painful and more poi­ 
sonous than those of foreinn wars, let 
us restore the Golden Rule to our poli­ 
tical process, and let brotherly love 
puree our hearts of 
suspicion 
and 
hate." Ford said in rem arks after tak­ 
ing the oath. 
Senate Reoublican l eader Hugh D. 
Scott said Ford probably would make 
the traditional speech of a new presi­ 
dent to a joint session of Congress 
Monday night. 
Ford in effect took over the reins of 
the government even before Nixjn had 
o'Hc’nllv resigned bv handing in his 
letter of resignation to Secretary of 
State Henr” A. Kissinger. 
Ford and Kissinger met during the 
morning and the 
State 
Department 
said the secretary planned a series of 
m eetings with am bassadors today and 
Saturday to assure them of continuity 
of U.S foreign policy. 
Ford also arranged a series of after- 
neon meetings starting with bipartisan 
crn-7ressiona! leaders immediately af­ 
ter the swearin°-in, followed bv con­ 
sultations with top economic advisers. 
Ford said goodbye to Nixon on the 
White House lawn as Nixon and his 
family took off for San Clemente, Ca­ 
lif.. and retirem ent. As the oresidential 
helicopter took off, David Elsenhower, 
Nixon's son-in-law, fold Ford: 
“ This is a great relief to the family. 
All the luck in the world." 
Ford entered the East Room of the 
White House for the swearing in with 
his arm tucked through that of his 
wife, Betty, to warm apnlause from 
f r i e n d s , family members, adm in­ 
istration officials and bioartisar. lea­ 
dership of Con press where he had serv ­ 
ed for 25 vears before becoming vice 
president last December. 
Just moments before, Chief Justice 
W arren E. 
Burger 
strode 
into the 
rcom, h'S robes swirling around him as 
the crowd stood silently. 
Mrs. Ford, smiling but eyes glisten­ 
ing, wore red, white and blue. She 
stood with eyes riveted on her hus­ 
band, holding a Bible, while he took 
the oath. 
“ Even though this is late in an elec­ 
tion year, there is no way we can go 
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forward except together and no way 
anybody can win except by serving the 
people’s urgent needs. We cannot stand 
still or slip backwards --w e must go 
forward now, together," Ford said. 
“To the peoples and the governments 
of all friendly nations, and I hope that 
could encompass the whole world, I 
pledge an uninterrupted and sincere 
search for peace. America will remain 
strong and united, but its strength will 
remain dedicated to the safety and 
sanity of the entire family of Man, as 
well as to our own precious freedom. 
“ I believe that truth is the glue that 
holds government together —not only 
cur government, but civilization itself. 
“That bond, though stained, is unbro­ 
ken at home and abroad. In all my 
public and private acts as your Presi­ 
dent, 1 expect to follow my instincts of 
openness and candor with full con­ 
fidence that honesty is always the best 
policy in the end, Ford added.

WASHINGTON 
UPI) - President 
Nixon, acknowledging W atergate had 
destroyed him politically, announced 
Thursday night he will resign to “put 
the interest of America first” and turn 
the government over to Gerald R. Ford 
Jr. at noon Friday. 
“ I have never been a quitter,” Nixon 
said from behind a bare desk in the 
Oval Office. “To leave office before 
my term is completed is abhorrent to 
every irstinct in my body...But as 
President I must put the interest of 
America first."

Nixon’s calm, sober renunciation of 
his office in a brief televised address 
to the nation was greeted by cheering, 
hemhonking pandemonium on Pennsyl­ 
vania Avenue outside the White House 
gates, and a collective sigh of relief 
among members of Congress. 
As Nixon uttered his historic words, 
House 
leaders 
announced 
that 
im- 
peachme.it proceedings—almost certain 
to have resulted in his eventual con­ 
viction and forcible removal from of­ 
fice—would be dropped. 
But at the same time. W atergate 
special prosecutor Leon Jaworski said 
no deals were requested or offered as 
part of the President’s resignation, in­ 
dicating that Nixon still faces a pos­ 
sible criminal indictment or civil suits 
in connection with the W atergate scan­ 
dal that drove him from office. 
At the Capitol, legislators of both 
parties expressed 
solid 
support 
for 
Ford, the 61-year-old former House Re­ 
publican leader, and a tinge of sadness 
at Nixon’s departure. “The long, dark 
night 
is 
over," 
said 
Sen 
Frank 
Church, D-Idaho. 
Among the millions of Europeans 
who stayed up late to watch Nixon’s 
speech on live television, there were 
evpressions of relief but also dismay 
and admiration for the outgoing Presi­ 
dent’s foreign policy triumphs. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Nixon choked back tears in an emo­ 
tional gcociby to his staff, and in effect 
to his country, then left the White 
House today for the trip back to a life 
as private citizen in California. 
“ We leave with high hopes in eood 
spirit, and with deep humility and with 
very much gratefulness in our hearts," 
Nixon said to his staft and Cabinet on 
national television. “ I can only say to 
each and every one of you, we come 
from many faiths, we pray perhaps to 
different gods, but really to the same 
god in a sense. 
"But I want to say to each and every 
one of you, r.ot only will we always 
rem em ber you, not only will we always 
be grateful to you, always you will be 
in our hearts, and you will be in our 
prayers. 
“ Thank you very m uch." 
The emotion packed goodby cere­ 
mony was held in the East Room of 
th? White House — called a “great 
house" by Nixon. He and his family 
were greeted with a trumpeted “ Hail 
To The Chief," and five minutes ot 
continuous applause. 
The farewell left Nixon close to tears 
and many ot his staff members openly 
crying.

them goodbye, went by helicopter to 
Andrews AFB where they left at 10:17 
a.m.

nied by some of his staff and his 
daughter and son-in-law, Tricia and 
Edward Cox.

helicopter. 
While Nixon was in the air on the 
way to retirem ent, he was to becon e

In his farewell speech to Cabinet 
members and White House aides, Ni- 
>on acknowledged as he did in his re­

“ Sure we have done some things 
wrong in this adm inistration, and the 
top man always takes the responsibil­

Chaotic climax marks 
end to an historic day 
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Resignation ends Nixon term, but 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Watergate 
has ended Richard Nixon’s presidency, 
but his resignation has not put an end 
to the scandals. 
Special 
Prosecutor 
Leon 
Jaworski 
announced Thursday night after Ni­ 
xon’s resignation speech that he had 
promised Nixon nothing and has en­ 
gaged in no plea bargaining. 


Sen. Edward W. Brooke, R-Mass.t 
spearheaded 
a 
move 
in 
Congress 
Thursday to pass a resolution urging 
no charges be filed against the ex- 
President. 
But the actual decision whether to 
prosecute presumably would be up to 
Jaworski and the grand jury and per­ 
haps ultimately to Attorney General 


William B. Saxbe or President Ford. 
Once he returns to private life, Nixon 
could possibly be indicted in the cover- 
up conspiracy—in which he already has 
been 
named 
an 
unindicted 
co-con- 
spirator. 
Thirty-six men already have been 
convicted or pleaded guilty in W ater­ 
gate cases, including 14 Nixon aides. 


Ten more await trial. Three grand ju­ 
ries are still on the job. 
Six former top Nixon associates are 
scheduled to go on trial Sept. 9 in the 
Watergate cover-up case, though their 
lawyers have been meeting to try to 
decide whether to seek a postponement 
in light of this week’s dram atic devel­ 
opments.

Nixon’s admission Monday of his 
own cover-up role in the very early 
days of W atergate and his release of 
previously suppressed tape transcripts 
appeared to dam age the position of at 
least two of his alleged co-conspirators. 
Nixon now presumably could be sub­ 
poenaed as a witness in that case or 
other W atergate-related m atters still

There vias no immediate indi­ 
cation whether he would be, nor whe­

In the past few days how­ 
ever. it has become evident 
to me. that I no longer have 
a strong enough political base 
in the Congress to justify con­ 
tinuing that effort. 
As long as there was such a 
base I felt strongly that it 
was necessary to see the con­ 
stitutional process through to 
its conclusion. That to do oth­ 
erwise would be unfaithful to 
the spirit of that deliberately 
difficult process and a dang- 
erouslv destabilizing precedent 
for the future. 
But with the disappearance 
of that base I now believe 
that 'he constitutional purpose 
has been served and there is 
no longer a need for the pro­ 
cess to be prolonged. 
I would have preferred to 
carry 
through 
the 
detense 
whatever the personal agony 
it would have involved. And 
my family unanimously urged 
me to do so. 
But the interest of the na­ 
tion must afcvays come before 
any personal considerations. 
From the discussions 1 have 
had 'with congressional and 
other leaders 
1 have 
con­ 
cluded that because of the 
Watergate matter 1 might no» 


have the support of the Con­ 
gress that I would consider 
necessary to back the very 
difficult decisions and carry 
out the duties of this oitice 
the way the interest of the 
nation would require. 
I have never been a quitter. 
To leave office before my 
term is completed is abhor­ 
rent to every instinct in my 
body. But as President 1 must 
put the interest of America 
first. 
America needs a full time 
President and a full time 
Congress, particularly at this 
time with problems that we 
face at home and abroad. To 
continue the fight through the 
months ahead for my person­ 
al vindication would almost 
totally absorb the time and 
attention of both the Presi­ 
dent and the Congress in a 
period when our entire focus 
should be on the great issue 
of peace abroad and prosper- 
tv without inflation at home. 
Therefore. I shall resign the 
Presidency effective at noon 
tomorrow. • 
Vice President '-ord will be 
sworn in as President at that 
hour, in this otfice. 
As I recall the high hopes 
for America with which we 
began this second term. 1 feel 
a great sadness that I will not 
be here in this office, working 
in 
your behalf tc 
achieve 
t’*os^» hopes m the next two 
and a half years. 
But in turning over direc­ 
tion of the government to 
Vice President Ford. I know , 
as I told the nation when 1 
nominated him for that office 
’0 months ago. that the lea­ 
dership of America will be in 
good hands. 
In passing this oitice to the 
Vice President. 1 also do "0 
with the profound sense of the 
weight of responsibility that 
will fall on his shoulders to­ 
morrow. and therefore of the 
understanding, the patience, 
cooperation he will need from 
all American. 
As he 
>surues that res­ 


ponsibility, he will deserve 
the help and the support of 
all of us. As we look to the 
future, the first essential is to 
begin healing the wounds cf 
this nation, to put the bitter­ 
ness and divisions of the re­ 
cent times behind us. and to re­ 
discover these shared ideas 
that lie at the heart of our 
strength and unity as a great 
and tree people. 
By taking this action. 
I 
hope that I will have hastened 
the start of that process of 
healing which is so desperate­ 
ly needed in America. 
I regret deeply any injuries 
that may have been done in 
the course of the events that 
led to rhis decision. 
1 would say only that if 
some of my judgments were 
wrong — 
ard some 
were 
v ror.g — they were made in 
what T believed at the time to 
be in the best interests of the 
nation. 
To those who have stood 
with me during these past dif­ 
ficult months —to my family, 
my friends, the many others 
who joined in supporting my 
cause because they believed 
it was right —1 will be eter­ 
nally grateful for your sup­ 
port. 
And to those who have not 
felt able to give me your sup­ 
port» let me say. 1 leave with 
no bitterness toward 
those 
who have opposed me. be­ 
cause all of us in the final 
analysis have been concerned 
with the sood of the country, 
h o v ' v e r our judgements 
might differ. 
So let us all now join to­ 
gether in affirming that com­ 
mon commitment and in help­ 
ing our new president succeed 
for the benetit of all Ameri­ 
cans. 
1 shall leave this office with 
regret at not completing my 
term but with gratitude at the 
privilege of serving as your 
president for the past 5 1 > 
years. These years have been 
a momentous time in this his­ 
tory of our nation and the

avoided.*' 
Ir. the original introduction 
to its book, Nixon said the

through all six events was 
that

sequences which completely 
overshadowed 
my 
personal 
fortunes." 
He amended the introduc­ 
tion after becoming

danger ot straining its spirit 


and tearing its soul; and in 
today’s world, there are lim­ 
its on the extent to which we 
cr any other nation can afford 
crisis diplomacy abroad or 
crisis politics at home." 
The >ix crises detailed in 
the book: 
The Hiss Case—In 1948. «is 
a yo mg Congressman from 
California. 
Nixon 
charged 
that former State Department 
official Aleer Hiss had been a 
member of the Communist 
Party. 
Despite 
widespread 
criticism, Nixon pressed the 
charge and Hiss eventually 
v. as sentenced to jail tor per­ 
jury. 
The 1P52 Fund—Sen. Nixon, 
running for vice president, 
wa« charged with maintaining 
a secret slush fund for his 
person 1 use, to which his 
f r i e n d s contributed. Nixon 
met the ch .rge head-on in his

world. They have been a time 
of achievement, of which we 
can all be proud.

We must press on however, 
for a goal of not only more 
and better jobs, but of full op­ 
portunity for every American.

I pledge to you tonight, as 
long as I have a breath of life 
in my body.

I shall continue 
to work for the great causes 
to which I have been dedi­ 
cated throughout my years as

congressman,

vice president and President, 
the cause of oeace not just 
for America but among all 
nations,

N ew carrier, new methods 
detain resident’s mail 


f am having a difficult time convincing our local post office 
that I have recently moved. 
A change of address card, properly filled out, was sent to 
the main Pomona office at 580 W. Monterey Ave. It was sup­ 
posed to take effect July 8. 
My mail continues to pile up at my previous address even 
after I have called numerous times. 
I have gotten many assurances but no results. Can you help? 
— R.M., La Verne. 


Postmaster Warren Lynch and his staff investigated at our 
request. 
They found out that a carrier new to the route had started 
working after you turned in your change of address. 
He hadn’t learned the names of all the people in the large 
apartment complex where you lived. You still had your name 
on the box. 
Since you continued picking up your mail at your old ad­ 
dress. he didn’t know you weren’t still there. 
The temporary contusion which results from a change in 
.system was another reason the carrier did not realize that you 
had a new address. 
The new method of forwarding mail is known as the central 
mark-up system. Formerly, carriers manually forwarded mail 
for customers who had moved from their route and returned 
mail which was undeliverable. 
Now this is done by clerks. The central mark-up system 
provides for the affixing of a printed label with the new* for­ 
warding address or reason for nonforwarding. That eliminates 
any possibility of illegible hand-written address. 
The carrier is now aware that you have moved and has left 
a notice to any relief carriers as to that fact.

fice Building — technically part oi the 
White House — where he does special 
projects for Fred Malek, the deputy di­ 
rector of OMB. 
Like Nixon and Haldeman. Higby is 
a native of Southern California. He was 
born in Pomona on June 15. 1945. He 
grew up here, attended public schools 
(Kingsley Elementary, Emerson Junior 
High, Ganesha High), and his grandpa­ 
rents, Mr. and Mrs. Oscar Weatherbv, 
still reside in this city - 
Higby hopes to return to Southern 
California alter he leaves the White 
House. When he visits talitorma now, 
he uses the connections he has made in 
government service to probe the job 
market he eventually w ill be entering. 
Higby says that he wants to work in 
c o m m u n i t y development when he 
leaves the government, but at the pre­ 
sent time he is uncertain about the 
precise nature of his future employ­ 
ment. 
Whatever he may be considering, 
Higby does not plan to run for public 
office, at least not for any public office 
above the municipal level. The pros­ 
pect of serving in the California Legis­ 
lature or in Congress doesn t strike 
him as challenging enough 
Says Higby; “ I don’t think there’s 
any political office that you can run 
tor short of President of the United 


States where you have a real opportun­ 
ity to make much of a contribution. 
The one exception to that would be 
sume of the local offices in a small 
town. Those would be worth running 
for.” 
A congressman, from Htgby’s execu­ 
tive point of view, is merely a part of 
an “unwieldy amorphous mass that 
seems to have an ability to tind inertia 
on almost any issue.” 
If Higby seems spoiled tor any posi­ 
tion of power short ot the highest, it 
may be because his career literally 
stalled in the White House. On his 23rd 
birthday — June 15, 1968 — he flew 
from Los Angeles to New York to join 
the Nixon campaign as Haldeman’s 
aide. Less than five months later — on 
the night ol 
Nov, 5, 1968™he was 
watching the election returns in the 
Waldorf Towers with Dwight Chapin, 
John Ehrlichman and Haldeman. 
Theodore H. White, the authot o! the 
Making of the President series of chro­ 
nicles of presidential elections, de­ 
scribed the scene on page 392 of “The 
Making of the President 1968,” inci­ 
dentally misspelling Higby’s Christian 
name. Chapin, Haldeman, Ehrbchmun 
and Higby occupied the suite adjacent 
to Nixon’s. For most of the night they 
monitored the television reports on the 
vote count and guarded the candidate s 


seclusion. Nothing that has happened to 
Higby in the subsequent six years has 
eclipsed the excitement of that election 
night. 
Following 
the deciton, 
Richard Ni­ 
xon began to organize a new govern­ 
ment. Even beiore the inauguration in 
January, 1969, it was apparent that 
Higby’s friend and mentor, Haldeman, 
would have a position oi the highest 
authority in the new administration. 
As staff assignments were m tde tor 
the executive branch, arrangements 
were made for moving hundreds of 
men into the available space at the 
White House. The most prestigious of 
lice spat e, of course, was in the West 
Wing of the White House, the area clo­ 
sest to the President’s Oval Office 
Higby, a staff assistant to the Presi­ 
dent, and several other young staff 
members were given an office on the 
second floor of the West Wing. 
“ What we were doing,” Higby re­ 
calls, “was just all the various projects 
that are part of setting up a White 
House, setting up the paper-flow sys­ 
tem that eventually became the staff- 
secretariat 
system, 
which 
is, 
you 
know, the way that papers get to the 
President, how ideas get put into the 
appropriate people so that they can get

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Taking close look 


at runaway issue 


Many law enforcement and government officials, 
as well as parents, are alarmed at the phenomenon 
of runaway teen-agers. Contrary to the popular im­ 
pression, however, a growing legion of youths is not 
hitting the road for the farthest reaches of the 
country in search of adventure hr to escape from 
problems at home. 
Both the size and the nature of the runaway youth 
problem are often exaggerated and misunderstood, 
two researchers with the Unix ersity of Michigan s 
Institute for Social Research assorted in recent tes­ 
timony before a sub-committee of the U.S. House of 
Representatives 
during 
hearings 
on 
a 
pending 
“Runaway Youth Act.” 
Marlin Gold and David J. Reimer told the Equal 
Opportunity Subcommittee that an extensive survey 
of youth in 1972 rex’ealed the following relevant facts 
about runaways: 
— About 6 per cent of the adolescents aged 11 to 
lg _ th a t’s 
anywhere 
from 
1.5 
to 
2.4 
million 
youths—did run away from home between mid-1969 
and mid-1972. 
— But 70 per cent of these runaways— between a 
million and 1.6 million of them—merely went to the 
house of a friend or relative. Only 13 per cent went 
“on the road” and left their city or community. 
Thus a total of only about a half-milllion runa­ 
way youths were probably in need of protection and 
supervision during the three-year period. If the 17- 
and 18-year olds (who are often outside the jurisdic­ 
tion of juvenile authorities; are removed from con­ 
sideration. the number of runaways in need of help 
is smaller still. 
— The proportion of young people running away 
from home did not increase between 1969 and 1972 as 
is often thought. Any increase was due to the larger 
number of adolescents in the American population 


in 1972- 
. 
* • 
*u 
“We do not wish to minimize the fact that m that 
three-vear period some 580,000 young people gi\e 
or take 140.000—had left their homes and the super­ 
vision of their parents or gu irdians and were in 
relatively unprotected siuiations for two days oi 
m ore,” Gold and Reimer told the subcommittee. 
“But we think it wise to get a more accurate 
perspective on the dimensions of the problem ot 
runaways than the general estim ates drawn from 
the figures of law enforcement agencies.” 
Thev pointed out that while runaway ‘-ome about 
equally from all social classes, those who come io 
the attention of the police are different from the 
average runaway in several aspects. For example, 
more than two-thirds of the runaways picked up by 
the police are from out of town, but onlj about a 
third of the runaways in the national study left their 
hometowns. 
. 
Is running away also the occasion for breaking 
the law' and committing other delinquent acts? Gold 
and Reimer found that it is not. In less than 10 per 
cent of the incidents of running away did youths (al­ 
most exclusively boys) engage in delinquent b eh a\ioi. 
' Thev add, however, that the large majority of young 
people who run aw'ay from home are, on other occa­ 
sions, more delinquent than most oi the adolescents in 
the country.

U.S. policy endangers economy 


WASHINGTON 
— Even with ex­ 
pected high infusions of Arab oi! mo­ 
ney into the U.S. economy, we can ex­ 
pect some most difficult times in the 
years just ahead unless the federal 
government changes its foolish finan­ 
cial-economic policies. 


In prospect are a rash of business 
and bank failures, rising unemploy­ 
ment and continuing inflation. 
The problem can be stated simply. 
Administration policymakers for some 
tim e now have so mismanaged the mo- 
ney 
supply 
that 
long-term 
capital 
needed for industrial expansion is ex­ 
ceedingly difficult to come by. This has 
meant industry could not expand rapid­ 
ly enough to absorb the men and wom­ 
en moving into the labor m arket as 
quicklv as the working population has 
grown — driving unemployment up. It 
has resulted ir such a slow increase m 
prodti non and such marked increases 
in production costs that prices were 
bound to rise more than necessary. 
Most 
dangerously, 
an 
increasing 
number of companies are financing 
their long-term expansion wiih short­ 
term loans. The same can be said for 
banks. Too many are financing long­ 
term loans with short-term 
money, 
which can be called quickly. 
When a company has hefty short-

term debts, little ready cash and few 
assets which can be quickly turned into 
cash, it is on dangerous ground — re­ 
gardless of the times. Such a firm is 
especially vulnerable today when mo­ 
ney is in short supply.

U.S. Army style 


WASHINGTON — When Fverftt Roberts was 20 he made a I 
mistake. Unfortunately, he was in the U.S. Army at the time. I | 
What he did, on two occasions, was leave his unit without » 
permission to go to the aid of a pregnant girl friend. 


For this he was given a life sentence: an Undesirable Dis- 1; 
charge from service. 


There is no denying the serious nature of Roberts’ offense. 1 
Discipline is the linkpin of an effective m ilitary force; the 1 
Army vcould be zip if it could not control the whereabouts ot 
its members. 


Yet. five years after the fact, it’s quite apparent to those 2 
who know Roberts that his punishment was far more harsh | 
than his crime. A bright, ambitious sort who served an unble- | 
mished year’s combat duty in Vietnam (where he won the 
Purple Heart), he is nonetheless ineligible for GI benefits, has 
not been able to get a decent job and though he wants might- | 
ily to become an electrical engineer, he knows that the inde- 1 
lible “ X” on his forehead will probably prevent it. 


“ How long,” he asks, “ How long do I have to pay for it?” 


There are increasing numbers of others with social con- t- 
science asking the same question. There are more than 2 mil- I 
lion veterans in America stigmatized with less than honorable 1 
discharges, almost 600,000 from the Vietnam era. What a few I 
of them did was ugly and intolerable: murder, rape, assault 1 
What the majority did was less offensive: incorrigibility, hype- j 
ractivity, disobedience. 
And what some did was hardly anything: homosexuality or 
immaturity or “ personality deviation.” Whatever the offenses 
or alleged offenses, many observers now believe they all de- ! 
serv e a second chance. 


Me, too. 
The second chance, however, is distressingly difficult to ob- j 
tain for most. Though Congress has established a legal proce- j 
dure to upgrade bad discharges, the military has administered 
it with a reluctance that borders on vengeance. 
The services believe, as did the Huns no doubt, that the 
threat of bad discharge keeps the troops dressed right. Thus 
the Army, in particular, has scarcely been liberal in its for­ 
giveness. In fiscal 1973, as example, the Army upgraded only 
478 of 4,474 bad discharge cases reviewed. 
Naturally the military denies intent. Lt says much of the 
reason for the low rate of discharge upgrading is that relative­ 
ly few veterans with bad discharges apply for review. “ If 
more applied more would succeed.’’ 
But such rationale Ignores the military mandated difficulties 
of application. Each service has a discharge review board, but 
only in Washington. Veterans may apply for review by mail 
using Red Cross assistance but the hard fact is that personal 
attendance is most prudent. So a fellow who is serious about 
upgrading his discharge must travel to Washington, hire a 
lawyer and forfeit days or even weeks of time. This may be 
fine for a DuPont but few veterans can afford the require­ 
ments. 
There is at present a bill in the Senate which would adjust 
this situation somewhat. California’s Alan Cranston wants Con­ 
gress to establish discharge review boards throughout the na­ 
tion. He also wishes to compensate hardship veterans for re­ 
view expenses. A noble try, but a deficient one. Making it 
easier for a vet to appear before a still vengeful military 
review would be naught but a hoax. 
Instead, the idea should be to remove the m ilitary mentality 
entirely from a veteran’s civilian life. To this goal, Rep. Les 
Aspin (D-Wis.) echoing the voices of many, is now calling for 
an end to the service practice of discharging men according to 
deportment (Honorable, General, Undesirable, Bad Conduct, 
Dishonorable). The wish is to have a single discharge designa­ 
tion for all, good record or otherwise. 


This single discharge status would not wipe a dirty record 
clean. A man’s offenses would continue to be in his file. But 
the present practice of life-long blanket stigmatization would 
end. It seems wily fair. 


The American way is to accept a man like Everett Roberts 
for what he is now, not for what he was or was alleged to 
have been at some other time. 


Election reform bill bogged down

WASHINGTON — We have set up a 
special watch on Watergate reforms to 
keep the public posted on what Con­ 
gress is doing to prevent future Water* 
gates. Here is our latest reoort: 


With a great outpouring of piety, the 
House Administration Committee final­ 
ly turned loose the clean election bill. 
The 
lofty 
language, 
however, 
was 
merely the incense that disguised the 
smell. 
Most members of Congress, having 
been scorched by the Watergate scan­ 
dals, would like to absolve themselves 
of these sins before going home to face 
the voters in November. B it they are 
most reluctant to reform the political 
system that brought them to power. 
If they can get away with it, there­ 
for1, the’? would like to placate the 
public with remedies that give the ap­ 
pearance rather than the substance ot 
reforms. 
The most im portant reform Is the 
clean election bill. The Senate version 
contains some strong provisions, which 
would go a long way toward preventing 
f u t u r* W a let gat e a buses. 


There is an unspoken arran »emer t 
on Capitol Hill, however, i r handing 
unwanted reform . The reforms will 
sail through the Senate with bearers 
flying only to languish and die in the 
house. 
Then in the nex? session, the prci ess 
starts ail over again. This time the 
Houro will pass the reforms which viM 
suddenly 
encounter 
procedural 
ob­ 
stacles in the Senate. Thus, the indivi­ 
dual members of both houses aro able 
to vote for reforms in full confidence 
that they will never be adorned. 
Under this arrangement, the Senate 
clean election bill struck a snag many 
months 
ago in 
the 
House 
Admin* 
istration Committee. Chairman Wayne 
Hays, D-Ohio, bumped the bill along 
like a frog filled with buckshot, “ r 
d a w*d l e d , f u s s e d , fumed a”d 
scream ed,” 
one committee 
member 
confided to my reporter Jim Moore- 
head. 
“ 1 did the b e t 1 could,” Hays coun­ 
tered, The pressures ot the Watergate 
disclosures compelled him at la-t to let 
the bill out of his clutches. 
But it is now safely lodged in the

logjam of the House Impeachment de­ 
bate. “ I wouldn’t despair if the bill 
didn t come no until September,” says 
Hays. He promised that “ it won’t go 
(1 nvn the dram .” 
Even if the House bill should pass, 
however* it has been neatly tailored to 
protect the incumbents. For appear- 
aree* sake, it contains most of the 
strong Sena*e provisions. But the re- 
rm s wotdd 1 1 enforced by officials 
who take their orders from the people 
they would be expect' d to regulate. 
Under the House bill, the supervisory 
board would include the eterk of the 
House and the secretary of the Senate. 
Not on! 
arc* thev subject to the will of 
the incumbents they would supervise, 
but they would have no pow*?r to prose- 
r te violators. The regulations of the 
supervisory board would also be sub- 
ject to u Senaie-House veto. 
We will continue to keep a watch on 
these ref rms and to report to the vo­ 
ter 
before November what their elec- 
ted representatives do about them. For 
* we believe there is nothing wrong with 
the political system that a good elec­ 
tion won t cure.

executed, the personnel system and — 
something that is very important in 
Washington — the perquisite system: 
what privileges you had at the White 
House. 


In the spring of 1969 Higby realized 
that the best position to have, if he 
could get. it. would be at Haldeman’s 
side, for Haldeman was emerging as 
the most important, staff member at 
the White House. Higby wanted to be 
his assistant. 


Higby’s chance to prove hinisell soon 
came. When President Nixon decided 
to establish a vacation White House ai 
San Clemente. Higby was given the 
responsibility of making the arrange­ 
ments for the installation of staff head­ 
quarters on the West Coast. 
On a visit to California in July. Hig­ 
by recalled that assignment. “ Some 
way or another we had to figure out 
how to transfer the basic operating ele­ 
ments of the White House out heie. 
That was my responsibility. We built a 
fairly large staff otfice setup, trans­ 
portation systems, helicopter systems 
and all this sort of thing, commu­ 
nications systems so that we could 
move the key operating elements of 


tho White House and continue to conduct 
business while the President was tak­ 
ing his summer retreat. That was quite 
an operation, I thought, for somebody 
my age to be involved in. It was fasci 
nating because you were forced to look 
at how the White House operated and 
what was necessary to keep it oper­ 
ating out here from an administrative 
standpoint.” 
Haldeman was duly impressed with 
Higby's performance in this assign­ 
ment. In the summer of 1969 he asked 
Higby to be his administrative assis­ 
tant. and Higby moved down Irom the 
second floor of the White House to the 
first floor and an office adjacent to 
Haldeman’s. 
Before long the standard operating 
procedure for the. Haldeman staff was 
established. From January, 1970, to 
February, 1973, Haldeman and Higbv, 
both residents of Bethesda. Md., rode 
to and from the White House in the 
same car. 
“ His (Haldeman’s) car would pick 
rre up at 7:15 in the morning, and then 
f’d go over and nick him up at 7:2.'. 
tiid we’d work until about 7 at ni.lu 
and we’d drive home in his car togeth­ 
er. and that’s w'hen all his paper work 
was done, on the way home. We had a 
avstem set up where all his paper 
work was categorized: the whole idea 
was to minimize it. I mean we stafted 
him — our staff, his staff— like the 
President 
was 
staffed. 
We’d 
have 
dungs boiled down to where it was one 
page so he could make a decision and 
all this sort of thing. We’d leave aboui 
7 and drive home, so he’d get home 
about 7:30. but he'd be going through 
ail this paper work on the way home, 
*o then I ’d have to go home — and I'd 
get home about 7:40, I guess — then 
f’d have to make a lot of additional 
phone calls to other people giving them 
answers to things that, you know, he 
indicated on the paper work.” 
During each day, Haldeman spent 
several hours with the President, and 
af»er he left the Oval Office. Higby 
• as usually the first person he called 
“ 7 he way we got to work is he would 
come out of the President’s office with 
these famous yellow notepads, imme­ 
diately call me ir and we'd just go 
through them and discuss how we were 
going to get each Uiing that the Presi­ 
dent wanted on that list done. He would 
give me certain projects and I would 
hist immediately plug them into thf 
*taff system, and 1 would be respon­ 
sible tor getting them dare. He’d write 
* lot of memos to people; all thos*’ 
memos would go through me, so I'd 
know wiiat he w?as asking other folk» 
tc do. I was responsible for following 
up on those memo1- to make sure that 
they wete completed.” 
The most depressing experience that 
he had in the White House, H i g b y 
says, occurred 
during the 
anti-war 
demonstrations in the spring ot 19/1 
Higby and other members of the While 
House staff were garrisoned inside the 
White House overnight.

Late 
in 1972, in the midst of the Presidential 
campaign, Henry Kissinger’s negotia­ 
tions were bringing the United States 
and North Vietnam close to a peace 
settlement, but only a few people with­ 
in the White House knew how close the 
end of the war was, although there 
was much speculation about it in the 
press. 
“ We couldn't announce anything for 
fear of the appearance that we were 


trying to influence the election.' 
Even on 
routine 
day^. 
Higby 
is 
stnick by the noveltv ot his position. “ 1 
Know when I drive into the White 
House in the morning 1 still get a lump 
in my throat sometimes. I get kind of 
a chill just driving into that place. 
You're right there. To be right w'hore 
it’s at, that whole experience is overw­ 
helming.” 


Wherever 
the 
President 
traveled. 
Haldeman and Higby, among others, 
accompanied him. During his t h r c ? 
'•ears as Haldeman’s assistant. Higby 
was part of the Presidentual entoubage 
going through Spain, Yugoslavia, Me­ 
xico. Guam, 
the 
Azores. 
Bermuda. 
Russia and. most remarkably, China. 


In January, 1972, at Nixon’s second 
inauguration. Higby was able to intro­ 
duce his parents. Donald and Jean Hig­ 
by, to the President and to Henry Kis­ 
singer. His parents presently live on 
West 
Coast 
Highway 
in 
Newport 
Beach, where Donald Higby is em­ 
ployed as a postal clerk. Jean Higbv is 
a ward secretary at Hoag Hospital. 
With the beginning of Nixon’s second 
term as 
President. 
Higby seriously 
considered leaving the White House to 
work in an agency or department m 
the executive branch outside ol the 
White House. It was an idea he had 
originally entertained tour years ear­ 
lier. when he thought that he would

months onlv and then transfer to ano­ 
ther executive office.

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But early in 
1973 Higby’s 
plans 
changed when Nixon gave him a com­ 
mission as deputy assistant 
to the 
President, making him the youngest 
commissioned staff officer in the White 
House. Higby was 27. He moved into 
another office, one across the hall from 
Haldeman’s, and 
became 
somewhat 
more independent ol Haldeman in his 
function. 
Although 
lie 
continued 
to 
work closelv with Haldeman on assign­ 
ments, a graduate of the Air Force 
Academy, Terrv O’Donnell, replaced 
Higby as Haldeman’s assistant. Halde­ 
man, at aboui the same time, moved 
to Georgetown, and he and Higby be- 


gap going to work in separate cars. 


Higbv now drives a car he has wan­ 
ted for years, a Porsche. 


The transition from 
being 
Halde­ 
man’s chief aide to a position of in­ 
creased independence and responsibil­ 
ity was a gradual one. The transition 
was interrupted at the end of April, 
1973, 
by Haldeman’s resignation be­ 
cause of the waxing furor of the Wa­ 
tergate scandal. Higby was left in the 
White House without the man who had 
sponsored his precocious rise to power. 
And, without Haldeman nearby. Hig­ 
by’s position became somewhat am­ 
biguous. 
He stayed in the West Wing of the 
White House for a couple months to 
help Gen. Alexander Haig take over 
Haldeman’s job. then he moved over to 
the Executive Office Building and the 
Office of Management and Budget.

New Alaskans seem to be seeking past 


J l’NEAU, Alaska (NEA) — 
Alaska’s license plates carry 
the motto. “North To the Fu­ 
ture.” But the people who are 
coming to 
live in 
Alaska's 
panhandle seem to be seeking 
the past more than the future. 


Alaska's panhandle, 
which 
slithers down the coast next 
to the Canadian province of 
B r i t i s h Columbia, attracts 
many people from the lower 
48 states because it ¡s closest 
and because 
its 
climate 
is 
milder 
than 
the 
bulk 
of 
Alaska. Yet its growth is slow 
compared 
to 
the 
northern 
metropolises 
of 
Anchorage 
and 
Fairbanks. 
Both 
those 
cities are booming, the latter 
because it is the gateway to 
the new oil fields and pipe 
line construction. 
\nchorage, 
with 
its 
high 
rise 
apartments, 
and 
Fair­ 
banks, with its boom-town at- 
i n o s p h e r ’e , are attracting 
people who like city life or 
have 
get-rich-quick 
dreams. 
But the panhandle is a differ­ 
ent story. 
Here, to the sleepy towns 
such as Juneau, Ketchikan, 
Skagway. Haines and historic 
oid Sitka, once the Russian 
headquarters 
n 
Alaksa, 
comes a hardier breed. 
“ This is the last frontier,” 
says 
one 
Alaskan 
veteran. 
“ People come to the 
pan­ 
handle because they are tired 
of freeways and crowds. Here 
you still have a chance at the 
quiet life.” 
Apparently, there aren't too 
many who want that quiet 
life. The panhandle is grow­ 
ing at a rate of perhaps 100 
people a month. There is no 
big effort to 
get 
them 
to 
come, either. In ¡act, they are 
being discouraged. 
“ People 
here,”

He said he had 
no job yet and was spending

sleeping 
in 
the 
woods. But he said he just 
had to get away from the 
summer heat of Texas. 
There is a saying 
in the 
panhandle that if two Alas­ 
kans get together, they have 
a drink—but if three get to­ 
gether. 
they

Since there isn’t much else to 
do, Alaskans are organization- 
happy. The small city of Ket­ 
chikan alone has more than

CLEMMONS, N.C. (UP!) - John 
Schlee, a man who studies the stars 
for favorable signs, Ray Floyd, ano­ 
ther of the tour’s expectant fathers, 
and Hubie Green, a winner of money 
but not major titles, lead the PGA 
championship going into today’s second 
round following opening 68s. 
But just one stroke back, in a group 
of six which includes defending cham­ 
pion Jack Nicklaus, is that amazing 62- 
year old, Samuel Jackson Snead. 
Samuel Jackson revelled in the con­ 
ditions which were suitable for duck 
shooting but not championship golf and 
said, “ If I'd putted like this 1 could 
have won three or four times pretty 
easily this year.’* 
Snead, whose last victory came nine 
years 
ago at 
nearby 
Greensboro, 
shared the third round lead at Los 
Angeles and in the Quad Cities Open 
but each time a faulty putter failed 
him. 
Snead a three-time winner of the 
championship, 
dropped 
four 
birdie 
putts ranging from 12 to 18 feet against 
three bogeys. “ If Jack Nicklaus or Ar­ 
nold Palmer had had those chances, 
they’d have shot 62.“ the Slammer 
said. 
Snead went out when Tanglewood's 
7,050-yard, par 35-35-70, course re­ 
sembled a quagmire following heavy 
overnight rain. A light drizzle when the 
first threesome went out did not help 
conditions, but when the rain stopped 
Schlee, Floyd and Green made their 
challenges. 
Joining Snead and Nicklaus at 60 
w e r e Tom 
Watson 
and 
Leonard 
Thompson, who- won on tour for the 
first time earlier this year; South Afri­ 
can Open Champion Bobby Cole, and 
Eddie Pearce, a man still waiting to 
pick up that big check. 
The men were bracketed together at 
even par 70, including Jim Colbert, 


playoff winner of the American Golf 
Classic, and Mexico’s Vic Regalado, 
who broke into the winners’ circle last 
week at the Pleasant Valley Classic. 
Schlee found eight traps with his dri­ 
ver, but he stayed out of the rough and 
came home with nines of 35-33. “ I 
can’t honestly say I was pleased with 
mv round and at the way I was hitting 
the ball.” 
But Schlee putted well, including a 
monster 40-footer for a deuce at the 
par-3 seventh, and made four birdies 
against two bogeys. 
“ Mv signs -how that this should be a 
pretty good week for me.” said Schlee, 
a Gemini who is co-author of a book 
combining astrology and golf. “ But if 
the signs had been bad, Fd just know 
I’d have to try harder.” 
The signs were not in Schlee’s favor 
during the U.S. Open last year when 
he lost by a stroke after Johnny Miller 
came up with his record 63 in the final 
round. 
Floyd, winless since he took the 1969 
PGA crown, sacrificed distance for ac­ 
curacy and elected to slide the ball to 
the right to avoid the rough, a rough 
'■•o tough that “no man, even Nicklaus, 
< n get out of it without penalty.” 
Floyd will become the latest “ fath­ 
er” on the tour when his wife presents 
him with his first bom next month, 
and for this reason he’s only played 
tour of the last seven weeks. “ But the 
rest did me good.” 
He started with a birdie, canning a 
12-footer, gave the stroke back at the 
second but then made two further 
20-footers and another from 12-foot dur­ 
ing nines of 34-34. \ bogey at the 17th 
cost him the outright lead. 
Green, 27, came into the tournament 
after being “ a 100 per cent bum,” dur­ 
ing a two-week Florida vacation during 
which he left his clubs in the locker so 
he could swim, fish and play tennis.

Although Nicklaus did not start the 
outright favorite, he now is tagged to 
win and maintain his record of having 
won a big one in all but three of his 13 
years on the tour. He made birds at

Miller bogeyed No. 18 to finish on 71; 
Arnold Palmer came in with 72; Gary 
Player, winner of the Masters and 
British Open, finished with a double 
bogey six for 73, a score turned in by 
Lee Trevino, while Tom Weiskopf car­ 
ded a 75.

Strike mediator tries; 
but little accomplished 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - The govern­ 
ment’s chief labor mediator shuttled 
back and forth for 12 hours between 
the NFL owners and players Thursday 
trying to negotiate an end to the 39-day 
old pro football strike. 
W .J. Usery Jr., head of the Federal 
Mediation and Conciliation Service, an­ 
nounced at the end of the day he was 
calling the full negotiation committee 
of both sides into another bargaining 
session at 10:30 A.M (EDT). 
He again expressed hope that an 
agreement could be reached ending the 
protracted strike possibly today but 
said “that there are still some serious 
problems to be solved.” 
There are still at least three or four 
sticky issues threatening to prolong the 
strike. A major one was the role of 
Commissioner Pete Rozelle on dealing 
with player grievances. 
It was learned that Rozelle was 
being consulted for his opinions on the 
issue. 
It was understood that the player 
representatives had shown more wil­ 
lingness to give on bargaining over a 
new contract more than the owners in 
recent days but there was no indication 
that either side was threatening to 
walk out out of the bargaining. 
The so-called “ freedom issues” pre­ 
sented by the players still constituted 
the major stumbling block in the dis­ 
pute but there were indications that 
these were being boiled down. If they 
could be solved, there were signs that 
the rest of the issues might be settled 
in fairly quick order and the strike en­ 
ded.

If things turn out as John Ralston 
thinks they will, the bulk of the strik­ 
ing NFL players will be back in camp 
next week. 
Ralston put his Denver Bronocs 
through their last Cal Poly training 
camp practice Thursday afternoon and 
flew back to Denver at 9 a.m., this 
morning. 
But in his last press conference at 
his Poly headquarters, Ralston quietly 
expressed the opinion that the veterans 
will be returning to their teams in 
droves. 
“ 1 think a lot of them will come back 
in Monday.” Ralston said. “ We might 
have our whole team back next week, 
I hope so.” 


The Broncos probably have fewer 
veterans in camp than any team. But 
Ralston feels the players want to play 
and the season opener is sneaking up 
on them. 
“ A professional football player has to 
have a certain amount of preparation 
to get ready for the opening game,” he 
said. “ They can’t get it working out on 
their own. They have to put on the 
pads and be drilled. There are only 
four weeks left. Time is running out.” 
Ralston was asked if he thought first 
string quarterback Charlie Johnson 
would be able to quickly pick up the 
timing and conditioning. 
“ No way,” he answered shaking his 
head. “ I don’t think any pro quarter­ 
back differs that much from John 
Hadl.” A writer had pointed out that 
Hadl reported to the Rams camp this 
week saying he had to have a month in 
camp to get ready. 
“ A professional quarterback can’t 
get ready in five minutes,” Ralston 
continued. “ Actually he is much like a 
boxer. In fact in some respects like 
conditioning, timing and reflexes, pro 
football players are not much different 
from prize fighters. They need four to 
six weeks to get ready.” 
That Ralston is tiring of the situation 
there is no doubt. He wants his vete­ 
rans in camp. 
“ As George Allen said,” Ralston re­ 


marked, “ they’ve been loyal to the 
union and they’ve proved it. Now is the 
time to be loyal to the team and loyal 
to themselves.” 
However, the Bronco coach wouldn’t 
admit to any frustration or disap­ 
pointment with this year’s training 
camp. 
“ We got a real good look at a lot ol 
young people,” he said, “ and assessed 
their strengths and weaknesses. Wa 
had good weather here in the Pomona 
Valley and we got a lot done. I’m very 
pleased.” 
Ralston singled out Claudie Minor, 
the Pomonan who has been outstand­ 
ing from the start, and Jon Keywort' 
(Ontario’s Chaffey High) among five 
players whose work has made him 
very happy. 
“ Keyworth has come on real strong 
of late,” enthused Ralston, “ now that 
he’s learning the position (fullback) 
and playing only the ora position.”

Guiremand is a grapevine 
benchgrafter, one ot the few 
specialists in northern Califor­ 
nia's premium wine country 
in the a rt of joining vinifera 
to disease-free root stock for 
a healthier grape of higher 
quality on a vine that bears 
faster. This year, as general 
m a n a g e r of Linda Vista 
Grapevine of Napa, he’s put 
together nearly a quarter m il­ 
lion of the haler and heartier 
vines for planting in the So­ 
noma 
County 
vineyards 
of 
Geyser Peak Winery in Gey* 
serville. 
G u i r e m a n d points out 
there’s nothing novel 
about 
grafting 
to produce 
grape­ 
vines resistant to the ravages 
of phylloxera and other m ajor 
and minor vineyard viruses. 
It's been going on for years 
in an effort to increase, yield 
and grape quality. But the 
common 
practice, he 
sa>s, 
has been to bind in the tield. 


which is a time consuming 
iob during the limited plant­ 
ing season and offers no as­ 
surance the bud will 
take. 
Benchgrafting, widely used in 
Europe and gaining use in 
California 
vineyards, 
takes 
advantage of a carefully con­ 
trolled environment in which 
the new graft is nurtured un­ 
der nursery conditions until it 
is planting time. The Caliior- 
nia 
procedures were devel­ 
oped at the U.S. Horticultural 
Field Station at Eresno as a 
simple and inexpensive meth­ 
od of propogating grapevines 
on rootstock and have been in 
use since 1966. 
"Benchgrafting is a way to 
building a better grape." says 
G u i r e m a n d . "There are 
enough weather variables as 
it is which can effec t a grape 
crop. If you can at least start 
out by planting a vine that 
won’t have to contend with 
diseases, you’re off to an ex­ 
cellent start." 
As 
head of 
Linda 
Vista 
Grapevine, a division of Gey­ 
ser Peak Winery. Guiremand 
directs a staff of 18 during

Just about now you should 
be 
reaping 
some 
harvests 
from your vegetable garden. 
Perhaps 
you 
have 
already 
discovered 
that 
the 
proper 
timing of the harvest can be 
quite important. Certain vege­ 
tables can be harvested in 
any stage of growth. Others 
must be picked at the right 
time because if they’re picked 
too soon, or too late, the de­ 
sired flavor and texture ma 
be missing. 
Here are some guidelines to 
follow for harvesting. 
Peas: Pea.v* that are left 
on the plant too long will lose 
their sw’ccr ta-te and berome 
starchy. 
The 
best 
way 
to 
check the ripeness of the peas 
is to open a few pods. When 
the peas are fair’v firm and 
large, almost filling the pod, 
they 
should 
be 
harvested. 
Take the lowest ones on the 
plant first. 
Beans: Young, small beans, 
about the thickness of a pen­ 
cil. 
can 
be 
a 
gourmet's 
delight. But the harvest will 
be greatly reduced if you pick 
them when young like this. 
So. we like to wait a little 
longer. Beans should be pick­ 
ed just when they fill the pod 
and before they make bulges. 
There are certain varieties 
that have normally 
bulging 
pods, so be sure to check the 
catalog. If beans are too old 
they become 
stringy—hence 
the name strmgbean. 
Summer Squash: The soft- 
s k i n n e d 
s u m m e r 
squash—such 
as 
the 
green 
z u c c h i n i and the yellow 
Crook neck—should be picked 
when young and tender. This 
can be a few- days alter full 
bloom of the flower. Extra 
iancy zucchini*, for inrttnce, 
are 6 to 8 inches long. Pick­ 
ing the young fruits will not 
result in any loss of crop, as ; 
it does with beans, because 
the squash will continue to 
give more fruits until frost. If 
you want some squash 
for 
stuffing, let some grow- la re* 1 
er. The yellow* squash can be 
left to grow larger than the 
green, but be sure to harvest j 
before the skm gets too hard 
and tough. 
Broccoli: The flower of this 
plant is the desired portion. 
Actually it is the flower buds 
that we eat so he sure to pick 
it before the flowers begin to 
open and show color 
Tomatoes 
Green tomatoes, 
just beginning to show color, 
cun be brought in to ripen ful­ 
ls on a windowsill. However, 
the full flavor of tomatoes is 
ehieted only when they are 
allowed to ripen fully on the 
vine Be sure to use the fully 
rippened tomatoes immediate* 
as their keeping qualities 
diminish with ripening.
